Law i the Judges Army. Tutiſſimus Doctor. Vix. The ſafeſt Tea- 
cher, Or, Lex eſt optimus Judicis Synagogus 3 viz. Their beſt Sy- 
nagogue. And, Lex eſt tutiſſimus Caflis 3 viz. Their ſefeſt fortreſs, 
bere in an old Legal word (laith he) called Guidagium,viz,Gui- 
dage, which ſigniſioth an Office of guiding Travellers through dangerous 
and unknown ways: Here it appeareth, that the Laws of the Realm hath 
this office to guide the Judges in all cauſes that come before them inthe 
wayes of right Fuſtice, who never yet miſ guided any man that certan- 
iy knew them,” and truly folowedthem.

' Whereby it is apparent, That the Judges of che Land have 
certain outward known Laws as a Rule of direction to guide

Therefore ſilence 
Deceiver, and give over thy deceit, for what Ihave ſaid in vindica- 
tion of the, Truth, and in oppoſition to thy deceit, ſhall ſtand over 
thee in the fight of God and his people that are guided by the Spi · 
rit of his Son ſent into their hearts. And truly Fadmire that Dro- 
thy Carter, or any that are ſober and conſciencious people, ſhould 
not abhor thy deluſion and wicked abomination; for aſſuredly 
is ĩs not of God, but of the Devil; and this is my fairhful Teſti-
